And foraſwuch as he being ofly God,could 
not feele death, neither being only man, could 
ouercome deathyhe ioyned both together, and 
ſuffered his hamanitie ro bee puniſhed with 
moſt cruell death, feeling in himſelfe the anger 
and ſ:uere iudgement of God,euen as hee had 
been in extreame torments of hell, and there- 
fore cried with a loud voyce >My God, my 
God,why haſt thou forſaken me ? Thus of his 
merci2 without compullion,he offered vp him- 
felfe as the only ſacrifice to purge the ſinnes of 
all the world, fo that all other ſacrifices for 
nn2,are blaſphemous and derogate from. the 
luficiencie hereof; which dearth, albeit it did 


, 


|| ſufficiently reconcile vs to God, yer the Scrip- 


tures commonly doe artribute our-regenera= 
tion to his reſurreion, For as by riling againe 
from the grauc, the third day, hee conquered 
death, euen ſo the vioric of our faith ſtan- 
det in his refurreRioen : and therefore withour 


-|| the one, wee cannor feele the kenefits of the 


other, For 3s by his death (inne was taken a- 
way , ſo our rigtteouſnefſe was reſtored by 
his reſyrreRion,. And becauſe hee would ac- 
complith all chings, and take poſſeſſion for vs 
in his kiggdome, hee aſcended into heauen, to 
enlwge the ſame kiagdome, by the abundant 
power of his ſpirit, by whom we are moſt afſu- 
red of his continuall interceſſion towards God 
the Father for vs. | 

And although hee be in heauenas touching 
his corporall preſence, where the Father hath 
nov ſet him at his right hand, commurting vnto 
him the adminiftration of all things, as well in 
heauen aboue, as in earch beneath : yer is. hee 
preſent with vs bis members, euen to the end 
of the woi ld, in preſeruing and gouerning vs 
with his cfeQuall power and grace, who-when 
all things are fulfilled, which God hath (po- 
ken by the mouth of all his Prophets, ſince the 
world began, will come in the ſame viſible 
forme, inthe which hee aſcended. with an vn- 
peakable maieſtie, power, and companie,to (+- 
parate the Lamves from the Goates, the ele&t 


that God as a moſt prouident Father, dothkytort 


fromthe reprobate. So that none,vwhether hee. 


| be aliue then, or dead before, ſhall eſcape his | 


iudgemenr, 

Morcouer, I belecue and confeſfle the holie 
Ghoſt, God equall with the Father, and the 
Sonne, who-regenerateth and ſanQifieth vs, 
and ruleth and guideth vs vnto all rruch,per- / 
(wading, moſt afſuredly in our conſciences,) 
that we be the children of God, brethren to Ie- 
(us Chriſt, and fellow heires with him of life 
euerlaſting : yer notwithſtanding it is not ſufh- 
cient to belceue rhat God is omniporent and 
mercifull, chat Chriſt hath made latisfattion, 
or that the holy Ghoſt hath his power and ef- 
fe, except wee doe applie the ſame benefits to 
vs,which are Gods elec, 

I belecue therefore. and confefſe one ho'ie 
Church,which as members of Teſus Chriſt, the 
onely.head thereof, conſent is faith, hope,and 
charitie,vſing the gifts of God, whether they be 
temporal or ſpirituall, to the profit and furthe- 
rance of the ſame : which Church is not ſcene 
to mans eye, but only knowne to God, who ot 
the loſt ſonnes of Adam, hath ordained ſome 
as. velfels of wrath to. damnation, . and hath 
choſen others as vellcls of his mercie to be fa- 
ned: the which in due time he calleth to .inte- 
gritic of life, and godly conuerſation, to make 
them a glorious Church in himſelfe. 

But that Church which is viGble, and ſeene 
to:the eyc,hath three tokens and marks where- 
by it may be knowne, Firſt the word of God, 
contained jn the old and new Teſtament, 
vehich as it is aboue the authoritie of the ſame 
Church, and only ſuficiear co inſtru vs inall 
things. cancerning ſatuation : ſo isit leftfor all 
degrees of men, to-readeand vnderſtand, For 
without rhis word, neither Church, Councell, 
or Decree can eſtabliſh. any point touching 
Gluation. The ſecond is, the holy Sacraments, 
to wit,of Baptiſme, & the Lords Supper,vvhich 
Sacraments Chrilt hath left vnto vs, as bolic 
ſignes and ſcales of Gods promiſes, For as by 
Baptiſme once receined, 1s lignified that wee 
(2s well infants as others of age and diſcre- 
tion) being ſtrangers from God by original! | 
finne, are recejued into his famihe and congre- 
gation, vith full 2Furance, that although this 
roote of (inne lie hid. in vs, yet to the ele it 
ſhall nor be imputed: to the Supver declarcti 


only feede our bodies, but alſo ſpiritually nou- 
riſheth our ſoules with the graces and benefits 
of Ieſus Chriſt (which the Scripture c2llcth ca- 
ting of his fleſh, & drinking of his bload)neither- 
muſt wee inthe adminiſtration of theſe S3cra- 
ments, follov: mans phantafie, but as Chiift| 
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himſelfe hath ordained, ſo muſt they bee mini- 
red, and by ſuch as by ordinarie yocation are 
thereunto called. Therefore whoſocuer reſer- 
ueth and worſhippeth theſe Sacraments , or 
contrariwiſe contemnerh them in time and 
place,procureth himſclie damnation. 
|} The third marke of this Church, is Eccle- 
faſticall Diſcipline, which Randeth in admo- 
nition and correRion of faults, The finall end 
whereofjs excommunication, by the conſenr 
of the Church determined, if th: offender be 
obſtinate. And beſides this Eccleſiaſticall Diſ- 
cipline, I acknowledge to belong to this 
Church,a Politke Magiſtrate, who miniſtreth 
to eucry man iuſtice, defending the good, and 
puniſhing the emll, Towhom we muſt render 
honour and ebedience in all things, which are 
not contrarie to the word of God. And 2s Mo- 
ſes, Ezechias,Iofias and other good rulers pur- 
ed the Church of God from ſuperſtition and 
idolatrie, ſo the defence of Chrilts Church ap- 
pertzineth ro Chriſtian Magiſtrates,againft all 
Idolaters and Heretikes, as Papiſts, Anabap- 
_ .[Jriſts,vvith ſuch like lims of Antichriſt, toroote 
eut all docrine of Divels and men, as the 
Maſe, Purgatorie, Limbss patrum, prayers to 


Saints,andfor the dead,free will, diſtinftion of| 
meates,apparell and daies, yowes of finglelife, 
gone at 1doll ſeruice, mans merits, with 

uch like, which dravy vs from the ſacietic of } 
Chriſts Church, wherein ſtandech only remil- 
fion of finnes, purchaſed by Chriſts blood, to 
all them that bclecue, whether they be Tewes 
or Gentiles, and leade vs to yaine confidence 
in creatures, and truſt in our owne imagina- 
tion, the puniſhment whereof, although God 
oftentimes deferreth in this lite, yer sfter the 
generall reſurrefion, when our ſoules and bo- 
dies ſhall riſe againe to immorralitie, they ſhall 
be damned to ynquenchable fire, and then wee 
which haue forſaken all mans wiſedome, to- 
cleave ynto Chriſt, ſhall heare the ioytul voice, 
Come yee bletied of wy Father, inherit the 


kingdome prepared for you from the begin- + 
ning of the world : and fo ſhall goe triumph- || 


- ing with him in bodie and ſoule, to remaine 
cuerlaſtingly in g!orie, where wee ſhall (ce God | 
face to face, and ſhall no more need to inſtru | 
one another, wee ſhall all knowhim, from the 
higheſt to the loweſt. To whom with the Son 
and the holy Ghoſt, be all praiſe, honour and |}.
